Respondent Wilma Jinson is an individual whose business mailing address is H 
imHUHHmiiB- At all times mentioned in the complaint, respondent was 
a dealer (breeder) as that term is defined in the Act and the Regulations, and held AWA license 
number 43-A-2656. 


CONCLUSIONS OF LAW 
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Respondent having admitted the findings of fact set forth above, and the parties having 
agreed to the entry of this decision, such decision will be entered. 

ORDER 


1 . Respondent, her agents and employees, successor and assigns, directly or through 
any corporate or other device, shall cease and desist from violating the Act and the Regulations 
and Standards issued thereunder. 

2. Animal Welfare Act license number 43-A-2656 is revoked, effective September 
1,2016. 


The provisions of this order shall become effective immediately. Copies of this decision 
shall be served upon the parties.
